The Small Boy. 


It is a pretty difficult problem, this 
small boy problem, but there are some 
things that might be done to make it a 
little easier of solution, 

for example, wouldn’t it be quite 
possible for a more strict enforcement 
of law that would stop them from own- 
ing whole streets at a time for their 
sports and their meetings, their loud 
talk, and their all too often profanity 
and vulgarity ? 

For example, wouldn’t it be pussible 
for a more strict enforcement of the 
law that prohibits sellers of tobacco 
from providing the miserable cigarette 
to boys under 18 years of age, a custom 
that is now, according to all accounts, 
altogether too prevalent in Andover.? 

For example, wouldn’t it be possible 
for a co-operation between the police 
and parents of the boys who have be- 
come nightly nuisances, so that the 
homes will harbor such boys more fre- 
quently ? 

We are spending thousands of ‘dollars 
annually in Andover to provide the 
remedies for the diseased condition of 
our small boy life, but we approach the 
budding trees of each returning spring 
witha sinking of the heart and a-griev- 
ous fear that another period. of their 
misconduct is-at hand, promising con- 
ditions worse than ever before. 

We suggest police measures to aid in 
this improvement, not with the idea of 
making arrests and imposing fines, but 
for the exercise of a police function 
that may be and ought to be a much 
higher service. It is the suggestion 
rather that the police show their 
authority to restrain and watch and 
direct, and we cannot help feeling that 
if they would do more of this work in 
the next few months, springtime on An- 
dover streets would haye a sweeter 
charm than ever this coming season, 


and the boy himself be much improved. 
Not in criticism but in kindly sug- 
gestion may we not. direct these 


thoughts to our oflicers who have the 
work to do in these lines.

Some Facts About Milk. 


Why should milk that contains much 
cream bé accounted the best? Cream is 
only fat, ard we do not rate the food 
value of meats solely by the amount of 
fat that they include, says Literary Di- 
gest. Dr. J. A. Gilbert, writing in the 
Medical Record (New York), tukes the 
view that this devotion to “rich” milk has 
no logical basis. In our earnest search 
after a fat milk, he says, we. have prob- 
ably gone to far. ‘To quote from an edi- 
torial in The Hospital (London, Novem- 
ber 17) which notes Dr. Gilbert’s opinion 
appreciatively. 

“The milk which is richest in cream is 
not, therefore, the most nutritious, for 
the very simple reason that a rich» milk 
is less easily digested and absorbed than 
amilk in which the fat percentage is 
low. Asfar*as its other constituents 
are concerned, a milk poor in fat is as 
valuable.a food as a milk rich in fat. 
‘The fat percentage, the popular stand- 
ard by which milk is judged, is most val- 
uable while the. proportions of the albu- 
minoids, sugars and salts vary but little 
in the different samples of milk. In. 
other words, while the energy-producing 
and heat-giving qualities of the several 
kinds of milk may be great or little, the 
valuable proteid ingredients, which go 
to the building-up of the tissues—the 
prime property of any food—remain very 
much the same in all varieties of cows’ 
milk. Thus a ‘thin’ milk is for all pur- 
poses, save for energy and heat produc- 
tion, as valuable a food as tlie so-called ; 
‘rich’ milk. 

“It may seem that this argument runs 
counter to the experience which has 
stamped itself upon the laws of this 
country in such fashion as to make the 
fat percentage the standard for the esti- 
mation of the purity of milk offered for 
sale. And it may be urged that if a thin 
milk were legally salable as ‘unskimmed 
milk,’ watering could never be detected. 
This objection, of course, leaves out of 
sight the fact that a watered milk pre- 
sents a lowered proportion not only of 
its fat, but also of its other solids. 

“At the same time we are of opinion 
that public feeling is ripe for a radical 
change in the laws governing the dairy 
industry. The public should be pro- 
tected against unscrupulous dealers, and 
in addition to. that very simple measure, 
there should be police supervision to pro- 
vide against the purveying of a fluid 
called milk, no doubt, but bearing rather 
the character of sewage.” 


What Words Can Do. 
“Any gne who swears,’ declared the 
bishop of Carlisle, ‘manifests the beg- 
garliness of his vocabulary.” The Con- 
cord Patriot puts It in this fashion: 
“People swear because they do not 
know the possibilities of plain Eng- 
lish or have not the skill to manipulate 
it so that it will yield the amount of 
fire they want. You can do almost 
anything with common words. No 
matter how tame and lifeleis they 
look standing in stupid rows as if 
they didn’t know enough to come in 
when it rained, they can be made to 
dance like imps, to frolic like fairies, 
to float angelwise on light wings, to 
glow like fire spirits. They can do 
things that make the ordinary bits of 
profanity look like feeble scarecrows 
stiffened up with a fence stake. The 
cure for profanity—reformers and edu- 
eators please make a note—is merely 
wit enough to handle your words so 
thateswearing will seem like baby talk 


in comparison.”

The glacier movement at the 
iee-border is a foot per day to-a foot 
per week.
